FIERCE FOREST FIRES 


Deliberately Started by Indians

St. Paul, Minn.~Suly 26— A Dispatch 


special from Kalispa, Mont., says one of 
the worst forest fires ever known in 
northwestern Wisconsin is cow raging 
ia t.ho Swan Lake country on the west 
ern part of the Lewis and Clark forest 
reserve. Gus Mosler, superintendent of 
the reserve, reports that the Indians 
deliberately set fire to the timber and 
are slaughtering the game. He will 
proceed against the perpetrators. With 
in the space of thirty miles up and down 
the river he says that many millions o 
acres are burning and that it is the 
finest white pine and cedar on the re 
serve and that it is almost impossible to 
estimate the damage. As fast as one 
fire is extinguished another is set ana 
hie rangers are almost worn ont. The 
weather is very hot and dry and thi 
fires spread rapidly.

lowers Afraid of Each Other. 


Today the greatest fear among the 


powers is that one of their number may 
at any moment cut loose from the oth- 
ers and seek selfish advantage by declar. 
ing war upon China. It ie morally cer- 
tain that if one power does this the 
others will follow suit within the day, 
and the final result would be the break- 
ing up of the empire after a mo'et 
bloody and destructive struggle. 


Among the officials and diplomatists 


of the fivilized world there exists today 
a nervous fear that confirmation of the 
suspicion of the death of tha m'icistera 
would instantly be followed by a decla- 
ration of war by one or all of the pow- 
ers, . , 


If it comes to this there is a strong 


probability, almost certainty, that the 
United States will not join in it. The 
president can use the army and navy to 
rescue American property, but congress 
alone can. declare war. "it is not be- 
lieved here the American congress would 
sanction war upon China under any 
state of facts now known to exist—even 
if 
all ihe Americans in Peking have 


been slaughtered. 
For that war, if it 


coines, will riot be a war for humanity, 
nor even for justice. 
No matter what 


pretense may be brought forward in 
justification of it, actually it will be a 
war of spoliation. 


Period of Painful Waiting 


The world is now in a period of most 


painful watching. Within a few days, 
thanks to the American government, the 
veil should be lifted from Peking. By

BRIEF BITS OF LOCAL GOSSIP 


Part of Gen. George 
M. 
Randall's 


Former Command —They Will Re 
cruit in Minnesota and Will Then 
beJForwarded to Assist in the War 
in China. 


Between nine and ter 
o'clock this 


morning two special trains bearing com- 
panies A, B, C, D, G and H of the 
Eighth Infantry, United States regu 
lars, G50 enlisted men besides the officers 
arrived, in this city over the Chicago & 
Northwestern railroad. The troops are 
enroute from Havana, Cuba, to Fort 
Snelling. Minn. 


These troops are a part of General 


George M. RandMl's former command. 
General Randall 'was assigned to the 
Eight Infantry.'March 1st, 1894, this 
ftssignment being given him when he 
was advanced from Major to Lieutenant 
Colonel. As Major he served in the 
Fourth Infantry. 


These troops arrived in New York 


Monday night after an eight days voy- 
age on transports from Havana, they 
were immediately marched from the 
transports to the trains and started west 
from New York Tuesday morning under 
orders to proceed-to Fort Snelling to 
recruit and get in shape to go to China. 


Lieutenant Merchant of Company H 


eaid that they did not know exactly bow 
long they would stay at Fort Snelling. 
their stay being governed entirely by 
the number of troops ordered to the 
front, but probably not longer than a 
month or six weeks. 


The Detachment was under the com-' 


mand of Lieutenant Colonel Ellis. The 
officers in charge of the 
different com- 


panies being: Company A, Lieutenant 
Perkins; B, Captain Sargent; C. Captain 


• Perkins; D. Captain Gerhardt; G, Cap- 


tain Ferrett; H, Captain Vnrker. 


The 1st Battalion is under the com- 


mand of Major Stretch. The 2nd Battal- 
ion Major Pitcher.

of District Passenger Agent Gibson. The 
trains were sidetracked nt Fellows sta 
tion and the men put through an hours 
drill to rest them from their long con- 
finement in the cars. 


A largs crowd mostly of railroad men 


collected ia the yards to see the soldiers. 
Numerous applications for cartridges 
for souvenirs were made to the men. 
The officers kept close watch but now 
and then a soldier would hand out a 
eholl on the quiet. 


Several of tbe men made offers to 


trade blankets for a bott'e of whisky.

the crowd to move on, an'd they pro- 
ceeded to Storyville. 


The policeihad been stationed in all 


negro sections and kopt the dwindlin 
crowd moving, but at the corner of 
Custom House and Villerie strepts a 
negro employe of a tenderloin restau- 
rant was killed. About this time most 
of the men, who at no time had any 
real purpose beyond the terrorizing of
